Pakeris.--The public is reminded that 
there is no such thing as Parcel Post 
to Europe, &, Much trouble and digap- 
pdintment are caused by persistent attempts 
to send emall valuable trifies through the 
Post. Fans, Curios, Articles of Dress, 
Fancy Work, and similar presents are con- 
tinually being refused, tho senders having 
often spent mero in Postago than wonld 
have paid the freight by steamer. No 
refund can be made on such parcels of the 
value of Stuunps obliteruted before the 
nature of the contents was discovered.

in, Such parcels may be wholly closed 
if they bear this special endorsement, 
PaneL, CONTAINING NO LuTren, but any 
parcel may be opened by direction of the 
PostmasterGeneral. In the Case of Parcels 
fur India a declaration of contenta and 
value is required, a printed form for which 
is snpplied gratiy. Tho Registration of 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulsory. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insuflictently packed or protected, 
or lable to bo crushed (as bandboxes, 
&c.) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matcher, Lndiyo,. Dyestuffs, Ice, 
Meut, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become offensive or injurious in 
transit. 

3. Parcels are 13 a general rule forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. ‘'o Indie they are forwarded by 
the P. & O. and Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon by P. & 0. only. No respon- 
sibility ia accepted with regard to any 
parcel, unless Registered, and thon only to 
the amount of 310. 


4. The public are cautioned not to con- 
found these facilities with a Parcel Post to 
Europe, &e., which does not exist. 


It is necessary that the following rules 
be strictly observed, 
1. No Letter or Packet, whether to be 
registercd or uuregistered, can be received 
for Postage if it contains gold or silver 
money; jewels, precious articles, or any- 
thing that, as a general rule, is liable to 
Customs duties. 
2. This Regulation prohibits the sending 
of Patterns of dutiable articles, unless the 
quantity sent be so small as to make the 
sample of no value. 
3. The limits of weight allowed are as 
follows s— 
Bovks and Papers—to British Offices, 
5 lbs. ; to the Continent, &., 4 lbs, 

Patterns—to British Offices, & Ibs. if with- 
out intrinsic value; to the Continent, 
&e., 8 oz.

The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registezed correspon- 
dence, but it is prepared to make good the 
contenws of auch correspondence lost_ while 
passing through the Post, to the extent of 
§L0, in certain cases, provided :— 

1, That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Reyistration required. 

2. That the letter was sccurely enclosed 
in a reasonably atrong envelope. 

3, That application was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong immedi- 
ately the Joss was discovered, the envelopa 
being invariably forwarded with such appli- 
cation unless it also is lost. 

4. That the Postmaster ‘General is satis- 
fied that the luss oceyrred whilst the correa-
